There can no longer tie any doubt 


as to the overpowering 
force 
with 


which the Allies are hammering tin. 
enemy on the western front. Former- 
ly the despatches printed in the press, 
were such as to give no positive proof 
of Allied gain. 
In many cases the 


Allied claims of victory worn contra- 
dicted by German reports so that the 
reader was unable to 
decide 
which 


was righ t. 


This situation has been relieved by 


General Pershing who has cabled an 
account of the splendid 
work 
being 


done by the British and the French 
on the western front 
and 
attaching 


the greatest importance to the cam- 
paign now being conducted by Gen- 
eral Haig in Flanders. 


Secretary Baker in a review of the 


recent events in the war also indi- 
cates that the Allies have made im- 
portant gains in the past few weeks 
and that 
at 
present 
the 
British 


threaten the Ostend-HIlo railroad and 
the submarine bases on the coast. 


Already the 
heights 
commanding 


the level plain leading to the coast 
have been captured and unless the 
bad weather intervenes the Germans 
may be driven from 
their 
principal 


strongholds in Belgium before Christ- 
inas. 
At tho same time the toll of 


the submarines has been cut down 
to such an extent that the marine In- 
surance of ships crossing the Atlantic 
from these shores has been materially 
reduced. 


All this is very encouraging. 
The 


more the Allies do now the less the 
United States troops will have to do 
in the spring. 


Germany's ideal of world dominion 


Is already smashed, her plan 
for 
a 


Central Europe 
empire 
from 
the 


North Sea to the Persian Gulf 
will 


also be shattered in the near future. 
Germany had also planned a middle 
African domain, but that 
hope has 


vanished as has her • vaulting ambi- 
tion to conquer the United States and 
seize South America. 


For forty years the Kaiser has been 


dreaming of Pan-Germanism and he 
has openly proclaimed himself as the

duty. 
Now these two words, little 
differing 
in their 
meaning, 
signify 
adherence, obedience, 
devotion, sacri- 
fice. 
They mean in a word co-oper- 
ation with our government—a co-op- 
eration 
prompt, 
whole-hearted 
and 
untiring. 
They mean that 
we arc 
with the government, not to dictate 
•what it should do and then criticize 
and condemn it when it does the re- 
verse. 
Wo are with it to co-operate 
with it In every possible v/ay in every 
matter on which it has come to a de- 
cision—to dp what it commands, to 
wisJj—;What it wishes, and as far as 
possible to see tilings as it sees them. 
Do not fear that such allegiance 
puts an end to liberty of thought or 
speech. 
No. 
In any war question 
that arises you are free to have your 
opinion, hold it and defend it in pri- 
vate and in public, till 
the 
govern- 
ment has come to a decision. 
When 
'the decision is reached and promul- 
gated to the country, consider yourself 
a wise man if it happens to accord 
with your opinion. 
If it does not, 
change your opinion; if you cannot, 
keep it to yourself, lork it up and 
stand like a man by the decision of 
your government. 
Let me say a word about the first 
solemn decision to which our govern- 
ment has come—its decision to take 
part In this great titanic world war. 
Reflect that in coming to this momen- 
tous decision the government consid- 
ered not only the past but thft fu- 
ture. 
Considering the past it decid- 
ed that we had a just and sufficient 
cause for entering the war; and con- 
sidering the future it. decided we had 
a good and valid reason for acting on 
that cause. 
It is all important that 
we reflect on 
this 
second 
thought, 


viz., 
the securitj', the condition and 
standing of our country at the close 
of the war if we kept aloof from the 
mighty struggle and did nothing but 
gather in the shekels while ail the 
other nations bled. 
To say nothing" 
of our own security, what would be 
our prestige or authority 
when 
the 
nations met together for the settle- 
ment of affairs and the new adjust- 
ment of the world? 
"Who would re- 
spect us, who would stoop to do us 
reverenfte, who ev?n would ask 
to 
have us admitted into the great gath- 
ering? 
But as 
things 
now 
move, 
when the conflict is ended, we shall 
have an army and a navy, and a po- 
sition among the nations that shall 
command attention. 
We shall have a 
rightful place in their councils, and 
I am convinced 
that 
our 
presence 
there will be for the benefit of all the 
nations concerned, for, the welfare of 
religion and for the glory of mankind. 
Again I say loyalty and allegiance 
are the words of the hour. 
We liv« 
in 
a 
democracy—the greatest that 
ever existed—and its 
existence 
has 
been safe only so long as the com-, 
inon 
good 
superseded the individual 
good in all that was just. 
In any 
nation, but above all in a democracy 
like ours, the decision of the govevn- 
mrmt is our common good, and once 
given a loyal acquiescence find a firm 
allegiance is our 
duty 
as 
citizens. 
War wo abhor,' war we will avoid in 
honor, but once the government de- 
cides, we have but one opinion. Pcaoo 
we desire, but a just 
and 
las tins 
pence, where democracy will be safe— 
hut until our government has decided 
that such a peace has been secured, 
our hands will uphold 
the 
govern- 
ment. 
Today in the United States, whore, 
1o a greater degree than else whore, 
freedom Is ollowd lo the Hjitni'li 01 
the individual, and to the press, there 
is need to anchor our thoughts and 
judgments, rind our expressions upon 
the. 
basic principles of democracy. You 
men, by your positions in the com- 
munity are and cnn be a great direc- 
tive force for fellow citi'/ens.

There can no longer bo any doubt 


as to the overpowering 
force 
with 


which the Allies are hammering the 
enemy on the western front. Former- 
ly the despatches printed in the press 
were such as to give no positive proof 
of Allied gain. 
Jn many cases the 


Allied claims o£ victory were contra- 
dicted by German reports so that the 
reader was unable to 
decide 
which 


was right. 


This situation has been relieved by 


General Perching who has cabled an 
account of the splendid 
work 
being 


done by the British and the French 
on the western front 
and 
attaching 


the greatest importance to the cam- 
paign now being conducted by Gen- 
eral Haig in Flanders. 


Secretary Baker in a review of the 


recent events in the war also indi- 
cates that the Allies have made Im- 
portant gains In the past few weeks 
and that 
at 
present 
the 
British 


threaten the Oslend-Lille railroad and 
the submarine bases on the coast. 


Already the 
heights 
commanding 


the level plain leading to the coast 
have been captured and unless the 
bad weather intervenes the Germans 
may be driven from 
their 
principal 


strongholds in Belgium before Christ- 
mas. 
At the same time the toll of 


the submarines has been cut down 
to such an extent that the marine in- 
surance of ships crossing the Atlantic 
from these shores has beo.n materially 
reduced. 


AH' this is very encouraging. 
The 


more the Allies do now the less the 
United States troops will have to do 
in the spring. 


Germany's ideal of world dominion 


Is already smashed, her plan for a 
Central Europe 
empire 
from 
the 


North Sea to tho Persian Gulf 
will 


also be shattered in the near future. 
Germany had also planned a .middle 
African domain, but that 
hope has 


vanished as has her vaulting ambi- 
tion to conquer the United States and 
seize South America. 


For forty years the Kaiser has been 


dreaming of Pan-Germanism and he 
has openly proclaimed himself as the 
instrument of God to carry 
out his 


plan of Germanizing the world. For- 
tunately for the world the ravages of 
this monster of cruelty, this wrecker 
of civilization, have been checked and 
his

ble, whether it comes this year or 
next year.

your government. 
Let me say a word about the first 
solemn decision to which our govern- 
ment has come — -its decision to take 
girt in this great titanic world war. 
eflect that in coming to this momen- 
tous decision the government consid- 
ered not only the past but tho fu- 
ture. 
Considering the past it decid- 
ed that wo had a just and sufficient 
cause for entering the war; and con- 
sidering the future it decided we had 
a good and valid reason for acting on 
that cause. 
It is all important that 
we reflect on 
this 
second 
thought. 
viz., tho security, the condition and 
standing of our country at the close 
of the ivar if we kept aloof from the 
mighty struggle and did nothing but 
gather in tho shekels while all the 
other nations bled. 
To say nothing 
of our own security, what would bo 
our prestige or authority

Today in the United States, where, 
to a greater degree than elsewhere. 
freedom is allowd to tho speech

the individual, find to the press, there 
is need to anchor our thoughts and 
judgments, and our expression:* upon 
the basic principles of democracy. You 
men, 
by your positions in the com- 
munity arc and can be a great direc- 
'tive force for fellow citizens. 
In a 
way it is within your power to spread 
much cood and much evil. 
£ano and 
safe democracy, 
loyalty 
to 
it 
by 
whole-hearted co-operation once the 
government bas nmdo a decision, nil 
this should stand out in your words 
and deeds if you aro to be what 1 
feel you aro — staunch public citizens. 
Duty, not emotion, must control the

This was the aid vice of tin 
natives, but while 1 never saw a drunk 
en Porto Rican, I saw very .few who 
were anxious to work or cared mucl 
what happened if they could get a plac 
tc sleep and something to eat.
